Character hay more tu do with 
successful banking oven than brilHant 
intelectual gifts, for, after i, the proat thing 
is to inspire confidence. Your Txeeileney and 
gentlemen, Sir ‘Thomas Jackson kad both com- 
bined, and whon ho left the Colony. although 
happily atill to bs coun: ected with us as Chair. 
man of our London Cow mittee tho share! olders 
of (ho Bank decided that it was ouly fitting 
that seme monument should be erected to remind 
those who shall comp ‘nfter os of tha 
man and of his werk, Tiey deeded that 
it shonld take tho form of a atatue, fo be 
set up in tho vicinity of tho Head Office, 
go that’ it might como to be regarded ay 
part aud parce! of, ond be permaneutly identi- 
fied with, tho jastitutiun in the building of 
whioh he for ‘so long took the lending part.

His Excentex cy, whe was receired with 
applause, said—Mr. Elude and’ Gentlemen,—I 
sioglad the direotors buy» asked inv todo this, 
In the threa months that I spent in: England 
in 1904 between my rolura from the Gold 
Coast and ny departure for Hongkong, I had 
the good fortuné to maka the ‘acquaintance of 
threo men whose powers of mind, strength of 
character, and attructivesess of porsenali-y far 
trangcended these which fall to the common 
lot. And I recognised in these three men the 
type that hind maintained, during tho lust 
quarter cf tha nineteonth cantury, the great- 
ness of the British Empire outside the 
meiropolitan couniry, The first of the threo 
was Sir Georgo Dashwood “Taubman Goldie, 
who, while guiding the affairs of tho Royal Niger 
Company, had secured the mouths of the Niger 
for Great Britaiu.

Thomas Jeokgou was recoiving tho Ietters 
patent of knighthood, “ Who does not know 
‘T,J/P I believe, Indios and gentlomen, that 
if lottors wera di 
Petersburg, Berlin, Paris, London, Disco, 
Santa Fe, and tha -little post office of’ tho 
Straits of Magellan addrossed §T. J., Chino,’ 
they would find their way into the Hongkong & 
Shanghai Bank in Queen's Road.” In more 
sovinny vein, the Governor of that. day referred 
fo “the tongue of good report, that crystallised 
estimat+of a man who bas been for many yoara 
ina prominent position before-the public, and 
whoso.acts and thoughts aud feclings have be- 
come factors in the general wolfare.”
